The previous rule set 
the entry at 16 or 20 
teams. Suet as no tourna- 
ment so far has used 20 
teams, so It is highly un- 
likely that future tourna- 
ments will use 24 — or 20 
for that matter. 

Clearly, the decision 
was made only as a token 
gesture to Asia and 
Africa. 

Before the FIFA 
Congress, European and 
South American nations 
said that if a decision was 
taken to Increase the 
number of finalists, 
Europe and South 
America may break away 
and run their own world 
cup. 

Yet at the congress, the 
vote in favor of the motion 
was 96 to four — hardly a 
reflection of militant un- 
rest. Politically, it was a 
clever proposal — and the 
Europeans and South 
Amer Goats recognised it 
as such 

So it's Round One to 
the big powers . but 
it’s unlikely that Africa and 
Asia are down for the 
count. They will keep 
fighting for greater

A larger number of 
finalists would make the 
World Cup longer, more 
expensive and more ex- 
hausting for the par- 
Solpating teams. 

IFA president Joao 
Havelange, re-elected un- 
opposed at the Congress, 
said last week only seven 
countries in the world had 
the facilities to stage a 
final tournament for 24 
countries Brazil, 
France, West Germany, 
England, Sweden, Italy 
and Spain. 

Spain will stage the 
1982 tournament but is 
thought not to favor 24 
teams.

As the other two teams in 
Group Two, West Germany 
and Poland had played a 
goalless draw, Tunisia moved 
volte toy to the top of the 
table.

Holland took 40 minutes to 
break down the tenacious Ira- 
nian defence — but after that 
it was one-way traffic with 
only goalkeeper Naseer Hed- 
Jazi saving Iran from a rout. 


Iran's tough tackling 
brought Holland a succession 
of early free kicks, all of which 
were squandered. But it later 
led to two penalties, both of 
which were converted by 
Rensenbrink who also scored 
Holland’s other goal — a 
spectacular header — to 
become the first hat-trickster 
of the 1978 tournament.

Hungarians

BUENOS AIRES — Andras Torocsik and 
Tibor Nyilasi, two of Hungary’s most gifted 
attacking players, were both ordered off in 
the last two minutes of a pulsating Group 
One match with Argentina, which the host 


country won 2-1. 


Hungarian manager Lajos 
Baroti later apologised for his 
team’s rough play and said 
the two expelled players had 
“lost control of themselves 
because of their youth”. 

But the fact remained that 
in the heat of the battle and 
with every country striving its 
utmost to carry off the ul- 
timate prize, the risk of such 
explosive incidents Is a cons- 
tant threat to hopes that the 
tournament can be kept free 
of violence. 

The sending off of the two 
Hungarians scarred an 
otherwise thrilling match, the 
result of which brought wild 
celebration throughout 
Argentina. 

An opening burst of 
brilliant attacking football 
brought goals to each team, 
Karoly Csapo silencing the 
80,000 crowd in the River 
Plate Stadium when he shot 
Hungary into the lead after 10 
minutes and Leopoldo Luque 
equalling four minutes later. 

After that, the teams bat- 
tled for more thah an hour 
before substitute Daniel Ber- 
tonl fired Argentina's winner 
in the 84th minute. 





Torocalk and Nytlasi were 
both cautioned early in the 
game, leaving Portuguese 
referee Antonio Garrido no 
choice but to send them off 
when they committed bad 
fouls as the Hungarians 
desperately sought a late 
equaliser. 

Garrido aiso cautioned 
Argentina captain Daniel Pas- 
sarelia for a vicious high 
tackle: and there was more 
than a suspicion that the 
home players were being 
deliberately provocative, 
although manager Cesar 
Menotti later praised his team 
for their Iron discipline. 

Part of the problem is that 
group one has no weaklings 
and all four teams know that it 
is a life-and-death struggle in 
which every match is vital. 

The international Football 
Federation's disciplinary 
committee sald that the two 
Hungarians sent off would 
each be suspended for one 
match. 

This means that midfielder 
Nyilasi and striker Torocslk 
were banned from playing in 
Hungary’s match against Italy.

Sammy Wright, South Melbourne 
Hellas’ irish midfielder, is another 
Jimmy Mackay according to the 
club’s young centre back Chris 
Kalafatidis. 

However, Mackay, who was one of the 
greatest players in Australia during his dis- 
tinguished career with Croatia Melbourne, 
Hakoah Eastern Suburbs and South 
Melbourne, still is Kalafatidis’ nomination 


as the best-ever Hellas player. 

Kalafatidis played alongside Mackay for three years in the 
Hellas side, and has béen a team mate of Wright's since the 
irishman arrived in Australia early this year. 

“Sammy, as did Jimmy, has unbellevabie ball skills,” sald the 
tur.’ former Hellas junior, “and Is always advising and helping 
team mates on the field. Like Mackay, he’s there when you need 
him most. 

“The styles of Jimmy and Sammy are similar, and both are 
very talented.” ’ 

This may sound like a rushed judgement from the 20-year-old 
defender, but Kajafatidis knows what he’s talking about. In his 
fifth season with the Hellas first team, Kalafatidis has been with 
the club longer than any other player in the present Hellas 
squad. - 

He plays his 100th game for Hellas (barring injury) egainst 
Newcastle KB Utd. In Newcastle on June 17. 

“| can't wait to reach my century of games with the club,” said 
Kalafatidis. “As a kid | dreamed about playing for Hellas, as 
does every junior with any ambition. Playing 100 games for the 
club is something I've always wanted to do. After that, I'd like to 
be the club captain one day.” 

it's obvious that Kalafatidis is proud of being part of the Greek 
club, which he regards as one of the best in Australia. 

His devotion and service fo the club has earned him the title 
of “Mr Helles”. 

An insurance clerk with United Insurance Company, 
Kalafatidis has achieved so much in his relatively short big-time 
soccer career. How many other players around can boast of 
having represented thelr state when 17, playing 100 games with 
one of the nation’s most powerful clubs and getting selected for 
their country before their 21st birthday? 

What's more, Chris is still regarded as an ‘up and coming 
youngster with his best days in front of him. 

Kalafatidis made his debut for Hellas In the last game of the 
1973 season. It was in a State League Cup match against Alex- 
ander, and South Melbourne won 2-1. 

Amongst the Hellas stars that day were Mackay, Jim 
Armstrong, Steve Walker, Andrew Savage and Arthur 
Aereore us. Being only 16, was Chris nervous about the 

me - 

“No, actually | was really confident and enjoyed the game,” 
answers Kalafatidis. “Players like Mackay and Walker, who were 
real professionals, gave me a lot of help. It was a big thrill. 

“| had nothing to lose and everything to gain.” 

Indeed Kalafatidis played only 11 reserve games before being 
promoted to the first team. Before coming into the reserves he'd 
played under 16 with Hellas, and spent a total of three years in 
the club’s junior ranks. 

Had he slipped back to the reserves after his early run in the 
firsts, it wouldn't have mattered too much, as he was destined 
for the top. As it was, Kalafatidis went on to cement his place in 
the firsts, and now wears the image of being one of the stalwarts 
of the side. 

Season 1974 was one of consolidation for Chris. He was still 
to settle into the right position. 

“In my first game | played one half at right back, and the 
other In midfield,” sald Chris. “During the next two seasons | 
played every position on the backline, and often was used In 
the midfield, However, the last two seasons I've stayed at 
centre half, which Is the position | prefer. There’s too much run- 
ning to do In midfleldl” 


Chris has become known for his strong, well-time sliding 
tackles, which have stopped many good attacking moves. ’ 

In 1975, Chris had his best season since coming into the side, 
and in 1976 was again one of the most consistent performers in. 
the Hellas side that romped away with the State League cham- 
pionship and the Ampol Cup. 

However, Chris says the success Hellas had that season was 
one of the reasons for Hellas’ bad showing in the inaugeral 
Philips League season in 1977, 

“We did very well In 76,” sald Chris, “but we had very little 
break between the '76 and '77 seasons. Most of the players 
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were mentally tired of soccer, and didn't have the enthusiasm 
needed. It seemed as though we had just finished one season, 
and Immediately started pre-season preparation for the next. 
This year It was better because we had a good rest during the 
closed season.” 


Hellas played well early this year, and Chris says manager 
Dave Maclaren was the man who got things going. 

“Dave has done a lot of good for Hellas,” said Kalafatidis. “He 
introduced a more professional attitude. Now the club has a full- 
time general manager and offices. For the players, all their 
boots are cleaned for them, and training strips are provided and 
washed by the club, That's a big help for players with wives 
(Chris is single), because they get into trouble if they bring home 
piles of muddy training gear all the time.” 


However, In recent weeks, Chris’ beloved Hellas has slumped 
alarmingly. 


“We had a few bad results, then the spirit fell out of the side,” 
said Chris. “One thing that didn’t help was players slagging 
their team mates for bad passes or not doing what that person 
thought should've been done. If we are to get back on the right 
track we'll have to start at the beginning and bulid up team 
spirit again.” 

However, Chris said the present team is basically a young 
one, and will improve with time. 

Maclaren is one of five coaches Chris has played under at 
Hellas. The others are Brian Edgley, former Mooroolbark player 
and coach now with Frankston, Manny Poulakakis, Con 

fous, who was caretaker coach last season after 
Poulakakis had been sacked, and John Margaritis, who is now 
with Alexander. 

“Dave's the best coach we've had,” said Chris, “but every 
coach has his own style. Edgley’s idea was to get the team fit, 
then win games by running the opposition off the park. 
Poulakakis was the exact opposite. He sald it was ail in the 
mind, and that fitness was secondary if the players had the right 
mental attitude. Xanthopolous was unlucky. He had a lot of good 
ideas, but the players didn't respond to him because he was a 
reserve team coach before he got the job. He lacked authority. 

“Dave seems to have a bit of everything — an appreciation of 
fitness, good Ideas and the belief that mental attitude is impor- 
tant." fs 

Like most defenders, Christ has a player who gives him a lot 
of trouble on the field. 

“Joe Pallnkas of Footscray J.U.S.T. is very fast,” said Chris, 
“and it's very hard to Keep up with him. Last season he beat me 
once and scored. Everyone in the team said | should've brought 
him down to stop him, but | said that it would never happen 
again. 

“The next time we met he did the same thing — went past me 
— his pace and scored! That’s J.U.S.T.’s strength — fast 

ni 

Kalafatidis said that Peter Sharne of Marconi was also very 
fast and hard to play against. “ 

“Jimmy Rooney (also of Marconi) is a difficult opponent," said 
Christ. “He's the man behind Marconi, and | rate him higher 
than Roberto Vierl, Marconi's other star midfielder.” 

Kalafatidis has import Stuart Baxter, ung Margaritis 
Hagegmanuoll and Mike Pye, who also plays his 100th game for 
Hellas shortly, to help him combat troublesome forwards. 

“Baxter has made the difference to the defence,” said Chris. 
“He directs the traffic, is good in the air and tackles strongly. 

“Margaritis is a real trier. At the start of the season everyone 
was Saying he wasn’t good enough. However, he got a chance 
and hasn't looked back. 

“Pye trains very hard and gives everything on the field.” 

Kalafatidis represented Victoria against Benfica. 

“| was on for only the last five minutes,” said Chris, “but it 
was 8 great experience.” 

Chris gained his first national team call up recently when he 
was selected for the Australian X! for the games against Greece 
in Melbourne on Sunday. 

“I'd love to play against the Greeks and give them a hiding,” 
sald Chris. “My parents are Greek but | reckon Australia has a 
chance of getting good results.” 

If Kalafatidis gets a game for Australia, it will put him on the 
road to fulfilling another of his ambitions. 

“l want to play for Australia in the World Cup finals,” said 
Chris. With talented youngster like Chris Kalafatidis in the ranks, 
the Socceroos may be there In 1982.

In the first preliminary round of the following Cup in 
1938, Greece qualified for the second round, defeating 
Palestine away (3-1) and home (1-0). 

In Tel-Aviv. Vikelidle excelled and scored two of the 
winning goals and the third came from Miglakis. 

it was Vikelidis again who struck in Athens with the 
winning goal. Two minutes before the end. 

Their two hard-earned wins were later surrendered in 
Hungary following an incredible 11-1 defeat. 

In 1950 after the war when the World Cup games 
resumed Greece declined.
